TAFT REFUSES 
TO INTERFERE 


Morse’s. Condition Does Not 
Warrant Immediate Ac- 
tion, Says Report. 


a 
Washington, December: 31.—It was 
announced at the white house tonight. 
that the report of the army medical 
officers who have examined Charles W. 
Morse, convicted New York banker, 
serving sentence in ‘the Atlanta, Ga, 
federal penitentiary, does not warrant 
immediate interference by the presi- 
dent and the pardon will not be grant- 
ed at this time. 

The physicians made a physical ex- 
amination of Morse in the military 
hospital at Fort McPherson, where the 
banker is being treated under guard. 


and transmitted their findings to 
Prsident Taft through Surgeon Gen- 
eral Torney yesterday. 

The physicians find that Morse is 
suffering from arterio selerosis, val- 
vular trouble of the heart, Bright’s 
disease and has but recently suffered 
from an acute attack of congestion of 
the kidneys. They found no paralysis. 

The doctors pronounce Morse’s con- 
dition necessarily ‘incurable, but do not 
anticipate immediate death. Their 
recommendations are such that Presi- 
dent Tiaft found no reason to depart 
from the attithde. he has assumed in 
the Morse case. 

It is generally understood that 
President Taft is unwilling that Morse 
die a prisoner, but he does not intend 
to grant the pardon until he is con- 
vinced that the prisoner is in a dying 
condition.

New York, December 31.—Joseph M. 
Leveque, an editor and comic opera 
librettist, died suddenly in a West Side 
restaurant last night of heart failure. 


/ He was born in Natchitoches, La., 


42 years ago, edited a weekly paper 
and did editorial work on New Or- 
leans dailies, and later edited a wom- 
an’s magazine in St. Louis. In recent 
years he wrote the librettos of sever- 
al comic operas which were success- 
fully produced. 


Joseph Mark Leveque was one of the 
best known ahd certainly one of the 
most picturesque figures in southern 
newspaper work. He was typical of 
the country in which he was born 
and raised. 

In appearance he was@a man that 
could be’ marked anywhere. Moro 
than six.feet in height, his hair was 
as black as the feathers of a -raven. 
His eyes were as dark as the un- 
known into which he goes. 

Poet and Writer. 

In the newspaper world he was of 
that great southern school _ that 
brought out such men as William Ma-

poet and writer and eminent in each 
branch.

He 
started with fine backing and an idea 
that a newspaper man should be paid 
as well as a member of any other pro- 
fession. 

The World was so fearless that be- 
fore it had been pubiishea a month, 
the office was invadeg by the noto- 
rious E, S. Whittaker, then political 
dictator and inspector of police of 
New Orleans, Aided by a half dozen 
detectives an attempt was made on 
Leveque’s life. 

But New Orleans was not ready for 
a paper of The World’s sprightliness. 
The World failed after seven months 
and Leveque was left high and dry. 
He drifted to St, Louis, where he was 
made editor of The Woman’s National 
Daily, which fell before the power of 
the postal department. 

Then he went back to New. York. 
Adversity came. Though he wrote 
several brilliant librettos for comic 
operas, the returns were slow. No 
longer than a week ago, Leveque wrote 
for an opportunity to return to the 
southlang he loved. 

With his death the south loses one 
of its most brilliant men and lovable 
characters.

1910, Due to Decrease in 
Juveniles. as Result of New 
System—Fewer Drunks. 


The close of the year 1911 at mid- 
night last night saw the curtain rung 
down on nearly 300 more adult offend- 
ers in police ;court than were there 
during 1910. In the year just past 
the Atlanta police arrested 17,069 adult 
persons, while in 1910 there were 16,- 
796 such arrests. 

The total number of arrests during 
the year is 540 less than in the year 
before,. the difference coming in the 


the jurisdiction of the recorder in 
May and placed under a special court 
and investigating officers. The juve- 
nile reports show a 560 per cent de- 
crease in the number of cases carried 


before a judge. saree 
Adult Cases Increase. 

The actual number of adult city 
cases in the two years shows a sub- 
Stantial increase in 1911, According to 
the report of the chief of police pre- 
pared January 1, 1911, the cases on 
the city docket numbered 14,407. The 
last case docketed during 1911 
number. 15,013, an increase of 606. 

In the state cases there is a sub- 
Stantial decrease, The 1911 figures 
are 2,056, or 333 less than the 2,389 
of the year before. The state cases 
cover “suspicion” charges, 
warrants, and arrests for purely state 
offenses. ‘ 

In the juvenile department the sys- 
tem used in 1910 was in use until 
the middle of May, 1911, when the blot- 
ter system superceded it, whereby no 
case was docketed until investigated, 
and if possible settled by Probation 
Officer Gloer, who has done excellent 
work, This, shortly afterwards, grew 
into the juvenile court, the detention 
home, and the entire transfer of the 
juveniles from the care of the police 
except in the making of arrests. 

Up to May there had been 347 juve- 
nile cases, Since that time there have 
been 698 police complaints againsi 
children, but only 210 cases have been 
carried to court. The reduction in 
the number of cases is about 650 per 
cent.

“COMMERCE COURT 


CAUSING TROUBLE 


- It Clashes With the Commerce 


> 


Commission—Supreme Court 
to Pass on the Trouble. 


Washington, December 30.—To 
Straighten out some of the kinks in 
the jurisdiction of the new commerce 
court and the interstate commerce 
commission will be one of the first 
tasks to confront the supréme court 
of the United States when it convenes 
Monday, January 8, : 

The conflict has been growing daily 
more acute. The decision of the court 
ig expected to have a far-reaching ef- 


fect upon governmental rate-making. 


it may foreshadow the. holding of the 
court in the famous “inter-mountain 
rate case,” in which the commerce 
eourt and the interstate oommerce 
commission are at odds. The latter 
case does not come -before the court 
for consideration until February 19, 

One of the ticklish problems for the 
court to decide, is whether the com- 
Merce court has the power to review 
decisions of the commission in which 
the complaining shipper is denied re- 
lief. The position has been taken that 
the court can review the holding of 
the commission only when the com- 
mission issues affirmative orders of re- 
lief to a shipper. In other words, that 
the court is open only to the defeated 
railroad, but not to the defeated ship- 
pers. 

This question arose over the com- 
Plaint of the Proctor & Gamble Co., 
of Ivorydale, Ohio, relative to the rail- 
roads charging demurrage under the 
“uniform demurrage code” on private 
cars. Both the commission and the 
court held that there was no merit. in 
the-complaint, but objection was made 
that the court had no jurisdiction to 
review the action of the commission. 
The commerce court held it did have 
authority. 

Another cause of contention to be 
reviewed by the supreme court was the 
assertion by the commerce court of 
power to hold up the «eommission’s 
orders going into effect while it re- 
views the merits of the orders. This 
particular point will be argued when 
the supreme court reviews the action 
of the commerce court in enjoining 
temporarily the enforcement of the 
commission's order based on alleged 
discrimination bv the railroads in 
favor of Arbuckle Brothers, sugar re- 
finers. The commission founda the 
railroads were discriminating between 
Shippers in allowing Arbuckle Broth- 
ers compensation for lightering its 
Sugar across New York harbor, but not 
allowing a like compensation to the 
federal sugar refining company.

POSTAL WORKERS 


For Injuries Sustained in Line 
of Duty—Plan Is Urged 
by Grandfield. 


Washington, December 31.—The en- 
actment of a law to compensate all 
postal employees, including the letter 
carrier, for injuries Sustained in the 
line of duty, but not attributable to 
their own negligence, igs unged in the 
annual report of C. P, Grandfield, 
first assistant postmaster general, 
submitted to Postmaster General! 
Hitchcock today.

States. The postal city 
delivery service is now in operation 
in 1,541 cities, serving more _ than 
46,000,000 people; and on the 42,000 
rural routes 20,000,000 people receive 
mail. This leaves a considerable por- 
tion of the American people, most of 
whom reside in towns and cities, the 
report declares, “without any form of | 
free delivery service, and under the 
present laws there is no way by which 
the department can relieve the’ ine- 
quality.”

Mr. Grandfield calls special atten- 
tion to the fact that during the past 
fiscal year “the gross revenue of the 
department more than equalled the ex- 
penditures and the postal service is 
now self-sustaining for the first time 
since 1888. “In two years,’ he “adds, 
“the enormous deficit of $17,500,000 
has been turned into a surplus.” 

The gross revenues for the year 
amounted to $237,879,824; the éxpen- 
ditures to $237,648,927, leaving a sur- 
plus of $219,118, after deducting 
$11,779 on account of loss of postal 
funds by fire and burglary. 

The classification by executive or- 
der of the position of agsistant post- 
master at first and second class of-

Dr. Broughton began the sermon by 
asking every “man” in the audience to 
rise. The major portion of those in 
the church came to their feet; a few 
did not. 

“T asked for men to rise,” said the 


pastor, “and those who did not, in my 
estimation, can not be considered men, 
in the. proper term.”’ 

Then Dr. Broughton delivered a 
strong‘ sermon’ to the men of the con- 
gregation who did not observe reli- 
gicn as they should, and reprimanded 
these who failed to carry out the dic- 
tates of conscience. 

The life of Dr. Sun Yat Sen, as pic- 
tured by Dr. Broughton, was very in- 
teresting and enlightening. The pastor 
told vividly of the life of the Chinese, 
and in portraying the character of 
Sun Yat Sen, told of that celestial’s 
creditable qualities, holding his vast 
audience in rapt attentidn. He gave 
a rost valuable insight into the work- 
ings of China and its politics during 
the present ‘period.

‘ne York Political Leaders 
Think That Mayor of New 
York City Is Man on Whom 
All Factions Could Most 
Easily Agree. 


New York, December 31.— (Special 
Correspondence.) —As the new year ap~ 
proaches interest deepens in the na- 
tional political situation. 
best posted men in the national politi- 
cal. game, who keeps his hand on ‘the 
popular pulse between campaigns, but 
who prefers that his name be not used, 
said to your correspondent today: 

“Il am not a prophet nor the son of a 
prophet? but it requires no magic power 
to foresee democratic success in 1912. 
The signs are so plain that there is no 
mistaking ‘them. The probability of six 
months ago has been converted into an 
assurance by recent events, all of whieh 
have favored the democrats. 

“As to who the successful candidate 
will be, there is more room for spec- 
ulation. I happen to know that at the 
recent meeting of the republican na- 
tional Committee in Washington its 
members devéted a great deal of time 
to an exchange of views as to whom 
the democrats were most likely to nom- 
inate for president. They were much 
more interested, in fact, in the pros- 
pective democratic candidate than in 
their own, for, while it was bitter med- 
icine for some of them, they were in 
substantial agreement. that Mr. Taft 
would have to be renominated. They 
represented every part of the country 
and were of course, familiar with the 
political 


They canvassed the situation from ev- 
ery angle and were practically unani- 
mous in. the belief that, unless Mr. 
Bryan be considered a possibility, the 
democratic candidate has not yet ap- 
peared. This was the conclusion of 
gscme of the shrewdest politicians in the 
United States, who naturally are keen 
and analytical observers of everything 
that ‘transpires on the surface or below 
it, without any sentiment to sway their 
judgment and, except that I do not re- 
gard Mr. Bryan as a possibility, I fully 
agree with their verdict. 
Still An Open Race. 

“The race for the democratic nomi- 
nation is much more open than anyone 
imagined, ‘six months ago, it would be. 
3ut, at the same time that it has be- 
come more open,-it has become more 
discouraging to those who have been 
prominently mentioned as possible can- 
didates. Woodrow. Wilson seems to 
have been eliminated by his failure to 
carry his state in the last election, and 
by the factional strife which he has 
engendered among New Jersey demo- 
crats, so far as his own political for- 
tunes are concerned. While Harmon 
was more successful in Ohio it is gen- 
erally conceded that the result there 
was rather a repudiation of Taft than 
an endorsement of Harmon. There are 
many democrats in Ohio who are out 
of sympathy with the governor and it 
is pretty certain that the delegation 
from that state to the democratic na- 
tional convention will not be solidly for 
Harmon; in fact, he may not have more 
than half of the delegates. Aside from 
all that. Mr. Harmon has always been 
known as a corporation attorney, which 
while a perfectly proper and pleasing 
profession, would count against him, in 
the present temper of the people.” 
Champ Clark's Breaks. 

“As speaker of the | house, Champ 
Clark has filled a difficult position very 
well, and very pleasantly, but he has 
failed to develop any pronounced qual- 
ities of leadership of the kind that 
arouse enthusiasm and make votes, Hts 
absurd talk about annexing Canada, 
at the time the reciprocity bill was un- 
der discussion, was hardly the talk 
of a statesman and it would be used 
against him with much force if he were 
a candidate. He may have intended his 
remark as a joke, as he said afterwards,

He combines more 
elements of strength, I believe, than 
any other man in public life today and 
f am not surprised to find that he is 
veing regarded ‘with increasing favor 
by democrats of influence throughout 
the country. The thing that has kept 
him in the background thus far, but 
Which is likely to prove a potent force 
‘toward his nomination and election, is 
aversion to anything that might look 
like a campaign and his decided unwil- 
iingness to even allow his friends to 
advance his name. He has never been 
a Candidate for any nomination, as he 
clings to the tradition that the office 
snould seek the man, and not the man 
the office. That is only one of his old- 
fashioned jdeas. It might be suggest- 
ed that everything points to a revival 
ol old-fashioned ideas in Politics.” 

“Judge Gaynor is more like Lincoln 
than any man who has figured in 
politics since Lincoln’s time.

LIABILITY COMMISSION 


TO PRESENT MEASURE > 


Providing Graduated Scale of 
Compensation for Injured 
Railway Employees. 


Washington. December 31.—Some 
time during January, but probably not 
until the close, the employers’ Nability 
commission will present its final re- 
port to the two houses of congress, 
and it will embody a complete bill pro- 
viding a graduated scale for the com- 


pensation through government instru-. 


mentality for injuries to employees of 
railroads engaged in interstate com- 
merce, whether due to negligénce or 
not. The bill was drawn by Senator 
Sutherland, chairman of the commis- 
sion, and he will introduce it in the 
senate. Representative Brantley, of 
Georgia, a member of the, commission, 
will present both the bill’ and the re- 
port in the house.., 

The representatives of the labor or- 
gonizations involved generally ex- 
press strong indorsement of the meas- 
ure, while the attorneys of the rail- 
roads indicate at least satisfaction 
with the terms of the proposed law, 

Senator Sutherland estimates that 
the proposed law will entail an ex- 
Dense of about $400,000 on the govern- 
ment, but says that much of 
amount will be compensated for hy 
the curtailment of expenses im the 
cour under the present system of 
collecting damages under the common 
law. The aggregate cost to the rafl- 
roads of the compensation proposed is 
Pleced at about $15,000,000. - This {is 
only $3,000,000 in excess of the present 
outlay, but owing to the fact that a 
large percentage of payments as 
made igs expended in connection wi 
the litigation incident to collection, 
it is believed that while no individual 
recovery will be as great as some now 
received under the common law, the 
employees as a whole will be more 
generally and much more oertainiy 
benefited.

KAISER FRIENDLY 
TOWARD ENGLAND 


Alliance With British Lion His 
Cherished Qream, 


Tremendous Personal Force. of 
Wilhelm II. Did Much to Pre- 
vent a War With England 
Durirtfg the Recent Mix-up 
Over Morocco. 


Berlin, December 31.—(Special,.)— 
With a weaker man than the kaiser at 
the helm of state in Germany there 
would probably have been’ war with 
England as a result of the recent 
mix-up over Morécco. It was the tre- 
mendous personal force of his majesty 
which ¢held the country im check, for 
there is no denying the fact that a war 
with England would have been tremen- 
dously popular with the ruling classes 
in Germany. 

It is, of course, not impossible that 
war wail] come between the two coun- 
tries in the reign of Wilhelm II, but 
not if he can possibly prevent it. 

It is no secret that the kaiser would 
like above all things to bring about an 
alliance with England, for he is con- 
able to dominate the world. No pos- 
sible combination could stand before 
it on land or sea. It is.one of his 
dreams to bring it about. Nothing 
would delight him more than to find 
a responsive feeling to. this ambition 
on the part of England. 


His majesty is extremely anxious to 


not merely 


humanitarian or diplomatic 


grounds. “People forget,’ he is re- 
ported to have said to an intimate 
friend on ene occasion, “that my 
friendship for England*is a personal 
one. My relationship to the British 
royal family would alone suffice to 
make me wish that my people and the 
English people should befriends with 
one another.”

While he has this personal feeling, 
he is too wise a ruler not to realize 
the necessity for being fully prepared 
to meet any eventualities. Hence the 

proposal t¢ increase the German naval 
program bv the expenditure of some 


$90,000,000 more within the next six 
years. He realizes fully, too, that the 
more strength he can bring to such an 
alliance he desires, the more likely he, 
fs to bring it about.

Why Russia Wanted Shuster 


to Fail in Persia. 
(Current. Literature, January.) 

Even before he arrived in Teheran 
to assume the duties of . treasurer 
general. of Persia, that brilliant young 
American administrator, W. Morgan 
Shuster, had become aware that a plot! 
for his destruction had been matured 
in the diplomatic councils of the czar. 
Such a_ situation, asserted by Mr. 
Shuster to have exsited, seems by no 
means fantastic to organs like The 
Manchester Guardian, The Berlin Vor- 


warts and The London Chronicle, all of 
which have followed the misadvcn- 
tures of Shuster in Teheran with far 
more sympathy than has been shown 
by the impertalist London Times or 
the officially inspired Paris ‘lemps. 
Mr. Shuster, if we may credit the 
statements of his friends in the foreign 
press, has been submerged in the 
waters of world politics through the 
collapse of the balloon of Persian inde- 
dependence. Although Russia caused 
the wreck, Great Britain is accused of 
guilty. complicity in the catastrophe. 
The motives of St. Petersburg are 
found, by the foreign dailies which 
champion Mr. Shuster, in the lively 
dread that American capital, invading 
the Muscovite sphere of interest in 
northern Persia, would in the end abh- 
sorb or extinguish every Russian 
vested interest—a Russian vested in- 
terest being in reality a Russian po- 
litical interest. The Americanization 
of Persia, according to St. Petersburg 
alarmists, would be a prelude. io the 
An.ericanization of Russia in Asia,,a 
catastrophe of which the appearence 
of W. Morgan Shuster in Teheran was 
the portent. The failure of the Ameri- 
can financier was, therefore, according 
to The Manchester Guardian, plotted 
before he went to work at gall.
